fore a license will be issued to these 
venders, the milk dealers must furnish 
a list of all the dairies from which 
they get their milk following which 
the city health department will investi­ 
gate these sources, as to purity and 
cleanliness. 
The license will cost the 
vender $5 for every six months. 
By the law' revisions, venders will 
also he required to noitfy the Health 
Department every time they change 
herds. 
The Health Department will 
also grade both dairies and 
venders 
and the grades will be published.

rn. until ll p. m. 
Stores, with the exception of those 
selling food, must not use light longer 
than six hours a day. 
Manufacturing plants arc allowed to 
use light only so long as they are al­ 
lowed to use power. 
Drug - t o r e s and restaurants are or­ 
dered to reduce their lightning one- 
half. 
Lights in office buildings are 
or­ 
dered cut off at 4 p. rn., with the ex­ 
ception of those offices necessary to 
the maintenance of a vital industry. 
Orders have been issued to maintain 
heat only to an average of 68 degrees 
fahrenheit. 
With these drastic regulations put in 
force fuel administrator Garleld b£- 
force fuel administrator Garfield be­ 
lieves that if the coal strike is settled 
today' that the nation will rapidly re­ 
cover from the shortage which

Vienna. Dec. 7.—Via 
Berlin 
and 
London, Dec. 9.—From one 
of the 
gayest pleasure loving cities of Eu­ 
rope, Vienna has become 
a city of 
doom. 
A great political fight has develop­ 
ed in Austria and the country is de­ 
liberately starving the 
capital 
to 
death. 
From the pre-war population of 1,- 
700,000, fewer than 1,000,000 souls 
survive in this grim 
famine-ridden 
spot today and men, women and chil­ 
dren are dying by the thousands. The 
city is without fuel and thousands 
more will perish from cold unless help 
is given from outside sources immed­ 
iately. Whole families are being wip­ 
ed out. 
The thousands of refugees 
who fled into Vienna hoping for aid 
have been caught in the whirlwind of 
death. 
Children nave oven without 
milk for a year. Men and women fight 
for crusts. The factories are idle and 
the gaunt workmen stalk the streets 
eagerly seeking a handful of food to 


carry home to their starving fami­ 
lies. 
The cemeteries were long ago 
overcrowded with the ever growing 
population of 
And above all 
this terrific horror the magnificent 
buildings, which once made Vienna 
rank as one of the foremost cities of 
the continent in architecture, 
stand 
like grim and foreboding monuments. 
The country districts of Austria are 
conservative and reactionary in poli­ 
tical thought and refuse to give aid to 
the capital city which they regard as 
radical. 
Although the farmers and the resi­ 
dents of small towns are not reveling 
in plenty they have quantities of food 
which it is b^ieved they could spare 
for the population of this city. 
If 
you ask a resident of the rural dis­ 
tricts why the country people are ndt 
helping the starving city the invari­ 
able answer is: 
“Why should we send 
food 
to 
strengthen 
the 
bolshevik 
govern­ 
m ent?” 


The Hughes public health bill, the 
elaborate measure which was to go 
! into effect on the first of the year and 
which w'as up for repeal before 
the 
State legislature Tuesday has been 
receiving considerable opposition. 
While it is understood 
that 
the 
poorer counties of the state are fight­ 
ing the measure the strongest, there 
has also been some opposition locally, 
the chief snag in the measure being 
the m atter of expense to the commun­ 
ity. The bill provides for an elaborate 
system of disease fighting that 
in­ 
cludes a county physician, twro nurses, 
bacteriologist, clerk, equipment 
and 
automobiles for transportation over 
the county, and many of the counties 
rebelled against the expense to be in­ 
curred in this manner. 
Physicians, who are more closely in 
touch with the health situation than 
any one else, have strongly 
favored 
the bill. 
City Health Officer Dr. R. 
H. Grube favors the project from the 
standpoint of public health although 
he admitted that there was much op­ 
position to the bill because of the ex­ 
pense to the counties. 
City Manager Kenyon Riddle, who 
was a member of the bodv organiza- 
i ing the public health committee, is 
. also thoroughly in favor wTith the plan, 
as a motive to preserve health 
and 
fight disease in the county. 
In fact 
the system is flawless, and only the 
fact that its expense to the counties is 
so great that they are hardly able to 
take care of it, has caused the opposi­ 
tion to the bill to arise.

and children. 
No. 
He has to pinch 
all the time to keep his head above 
■water. No extravagance on his part 
Who then, 
are 
these 
“reckless 
spenders” who are to blame for the 
high prices of the necessities of life • 
"Why, they axe the rich, and the well- 
to-do people. With them money is so 
plenty that they pay any price asked, 
and thus boom trade. The merchant, 
finding plenty of customers at the 
high prices, and 
making so 
much 
money for himself, feels no reason for 
lowering prices—and thus the poor 
man is caught between the upper and 
nether millstone and his life almost 
squeezed out. 
Well, what is the remedy. It is to 
try to shame people for reckless buy­ 
ing to try to show them that they 
ar© doing a sinful thing to thus keep 
up -tho, price on the poor. They are 
doing a decide harm. They are harm­ 
ing themselves, for extravagance is 
wrong—and they are

The conclusion is that so long as ex­ 
travagance and waste, reckless spend­ 
ing and dissipation of savings con­ 
tinues. prices will continue to remain 
at or above the present level; and 
that only saving, wise buying 
and 
safe and conservative investment will 
canst them to drop. 
Economy is the parent of ease and 
the litter of cheerfulness. Large en­ 
terprises make the few rich, but the 
majority prosper only through thrift.

It gives the testimony of 


merchants in various lines of trade 


that increased income has led pot to 


saving but to extravagance. 
That is worth reading again. 
It 
saya-that the high prices of necessi­ 
ties is due to reckless spending. Reck­ 
less spending—by whom? 
Certainly 
not by the mechanic who, after pay­ 
ing his rent. is hard pressed to find 
the means to feed and clothe his wife 
pnH children. 
No. 
He has to pinch 
all the time to keep his head above 
water. No extravagance on his part- 
Who then, 
are 
these 
“reckless 
spenders” who are to blame for the 
high prices of the necessities of life? 
Why, they are the rich, and the well- 
to-do people. With them money is so 
plenty that they pay any price asked, 
and thus boom trade. The merchant, 
finding plenty of customers at the 
high prices, and 
making so 
much 
money for himself, feels no reason for 
lowering prices—and thus the poor 
man is caught between the upper and 
nether millstone and his life almost 
squeezed out. 
Well, what is the remedy. 
It is to 
try to shame people for reckless buy­ 
ing—to try to show them that they 
ar© doing a Binful thing to thus keep 
up -thor price on the poor. 
They are 
doing a double harm. They are harm­

It may be highly enjoyable to 
smell like a sweet-scented geranium, 
but the odor of $6.000 000 bearing in­ 
terest in safe and profitable securities 
is not objectionable tc 
the nostrils 
either. 
The demand for diamonds and high- 
priced furs is enormous. The jeweler 
and tho furrier say that these luxuries 
are not for old millionaires or the new 
rich. They are demanded by the rich, 
the salaried people and high priced 
wage earners who are squandering on 
them the savings piled up during the 
last few years. 
The conclusion is that so long as ex­ 
travagance and waste, reckless spend­ 
ing and dissipation of savings con­ 
tinues, prices will continue to remain 
at or above the present level; and 
that only saving, wise buying 
and 
safe and conservative investment will 
cause them to drop. 
Economy is the parent of ease and 
the elater of cheerfulness.

terprises make the few rich, but the 
majority prosper only through thrift.
